SAN DIEGO — Parishes throughout 
the Diocese of San Diego have planned 
various activities to observe the 80th 
anniversary of the Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity Jan. 18-25. 

This week of prayer is an ‘‘occasion 
when Christians of all traditions gather 
together to reflect prayerfully on the 
various issues that both unite and divide 
them,’’ according to Father Patrick 
Cogan, SA, associate director of the 
Graymoor Ecumenical Institute, which 
annually publishes materials to be used in 
celebrating the week. 

The San Diego diocese will sponsor its 
annual Christian Unity Awards 
Luncheon Jan. 19 at St. Francis 
Seminary, said Father Dennis Mikulanis, 
chairman of the Office for Ecumenical 
and Interreligious Affairs.

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Group ‘sees Jesus in homeless people’

SAN DIEGO — Martin Quinn 
propped himself against a parking curb as 
he sat on a downtown parking lot. By his 
side two blankets and a jacket promised 
some warmth against temperatures that 
threatened to plunge to 30 degrees the 
night of Dec. 29. 


‘‘T’ve been sleeping in doorways for 
overt a month,”’ the young man told the 
Southern Cross. ‘‘I love the outdoors, but 
would rather be in a camper.’’ 


City streets have been his home and the 
St. Vincent de Paul Joan Kroc Center his 


_ dining room for over a month. Previously 


employed as a busboy, waiter and cook, 
he said he was looking for a job which 
furnished uniforms, as he owned little 
clothing. 

Enter members’ of the downtown 
ministry. The young adults from several 
parishes bring clothing, blankets and 
words of encouragement to homeless 
people downtown on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings. Coordinators Roger 
Darnell and Gary Dirr distribute 
directories of services offered by various 
local civic and religious agencies. 


Their ministry is well received. ‘‘They 
tell us about God; they show that they 
care,’’ said Denny Smith, a homeless 
person whose black stocking cap stretched 
over his ears. 

Henry Long (pseudonym), a 33-year- 
old homeless man who has mingled with 
the young adults for two months, said he 
enjoys their warmth. 


Two other ‘‘friends’’ help him battle 
the cold nights: a sleeping bag he uses on 
Front Street and a ‘‘mini-heater,’’ a small 
packet of chemicals he rubs in his hands 
for warmth. 

Long said he is hired as a casual laborer 
two or three days a week through the 
Employment Development Department,

but his wages would not cover housing 
costs. 


“TI. hate this lifestyle,’ he said, 
resolving to get the necessary 
identification to apply for permanent 
employment. He formerly worked in the 
garden section of a department store. 


Quinn, Smith and Long were among 
the 50 people, mostly men, that mixed 
with the young adults in the parking lot. 


Beth Trudell from St. Patrick parish, 
North Park, enlivened the lot by leading 
songs with her guitar. One homeless 
person accompanied on his harmonica. A 
few others joined in singing ‘‘Amazing 
Grace’’ and ‘‘Peace Is Flowing like a 
River.”’

have been lost by legalized abortion,’’ 
Father Regin, pastor of St. Francis 
parish, Vista, wrote in his letter to 
priests. 

In his letter, Father Regin also warned 
priests »bout The Humane and Dignified 
Death Act which ‘‘would legalize assisted 
suicide — active euthanasia — and is 
promoted by the Hemlock Society 
through Americans Against Human 
Suffering.”’ 

““We must encourage our parishioners 
not to sign or endorse this petition, as it 
violates our moral traditions and further 
diminishes respect for life,’’ Father Regin 
wrote. 

Smyth said speakers will discuss the 
death act at the Jan. 22 rally in Balboa 
Park. The California Pro-Life Council 
will provide information., about the 
“death bill’? as one of its education 
projects, she added. 

Fitch said that petitions needed to put 
the act on this year’s ballot are now being 
circulated throughout San Diego County. 
She added that 450,000 registered voters’ 
signatures are required. 

Fitch called the proposal ‘‘an assisted 
suicide bill.’’ If approved by voters, 
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doctors or other designated individuals 
would be allowed to administer lethal 
injections to terminally ill patients, she 
explained. 

‘“‘We’re not in charge of taking life. 
We’re stewards of our bodies,’’ Fitch 


said. ‘‘We have no dominion over life. _ 


God gave us life and only he has the right 
to take it away. 

“‘We should improve care for people, 
not allow them to kill themselves through 
lethal injections,’’ she said. ‘Hospice 
care is the answer.”’ 

Hospices are places where persons in 
pain are made comfortable and may 
receive drugs to ease their suffering, Fitch 
said. She noted that hospice care is now 
available locally and is well funded, 
thanks to contributions by persons such 
as Joan Kroc. 

Fitch said she will also tell rally 
participants about natural family 
planning (NFP). Promotion of NFP is 
one goal of the Concerned Citizens for 
Human Life. 

Fitch, a registered nurse and the 
director of the Fitch Fertility Center, said 
she gives NFP instruction throughout the 
year. She noted that church teaching 
permits the use of NFP.

Between eight and 20 volunteers meet 
at the downtown Post Office for their 


weekly parking lot ministry, Darnell said. 


They begin and end their sessions with 
prayer. 

They formed a circle with some of the 
homeless people at the close of their Dec. 
29 gathering as Darnell thanked God for 
blessing them in this ministry. 

Guidelines govern the group’s 
interaction with those they serve: ‘‘We 
try to see Jesus in all homeless people. We 
try to learn from them. We respect them, 
strive to be positive and encouraging and 
help them see the good within 
themselves. ’’ 

The guidelines remind participants to 
respect the privacy of the people and their 


territory, which may be only a piece of 
cardboard. They also describe the 
members’ role as Christian counselors 
who should not ‘‘push’’ religion, but let 
the people served initiate discussions of 
faith. 

A diagram of responsibilities shows 
God in the center as the person in charge. 

What brings the volunteers to the 
streets of San Diego every week? 

“Tt feels right,’’ said Daniel Gadbois, 
an electronic technician from Good 
Shepherd parish, Mira Mesa. ‘“‘Last 
Christmas I was unemployed and came 
close to being homeless.’’ Coming here 
“gives me a taste of the desperation 
people experience.’’ 

Dino Serafini of St. Catherine Laboure 
parish, Clairemont, said he is 
strengthened by hearing homeless 
people’s stories of survival. “Many of 
them are more spiritual than the average 
person,’’ he said. 

“I have more than I need,’’ said 
27-year-old Mary Kistler of Sacred Heart 
parish, Coronado. ‘‘I bring as much 
clothing as I can; it makes me happy to 
give.”’ 

Kistler, a registered nurse, is 
considering becoming one of Mother 
Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity. 

John Jump of Our Mother of 
Confidence parish, University City, said 
that homeless people have taught him 
about love and forgiveness. 

The downtown ministry was begun in 
the summer of 1985 by a group of young 
adults from Good Shepherd parish. Its 
original leaders included Michael ‘Tac’? 
Tacelosky, Jill Hicke and Rick 
FitzMaurice. 

The group soon attracted participants 
from other parishes. Today the ministry 
includes volunteers of various faiths and 
welcomes those from all charitable 
organizations and churches.

the Constitution 


A debate over liquor-by-drink sales in Tennessee has 
spilled over into a First Amendment fight which Protestant 
plaintiffs and their Catholic allies hope the U.S. Supreme 
Court will resolve. 

Backed by the Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights, the National Council of Churches and other 
religious groups, 13 Protestant churches are questioning a 
campaign expense disclosure law. 

Touching on both the religious freedom and free speech 
provisions of the First Amendment, the case began in 
Jackson, Tenn., in 1984, during a local referendum on 
whether the town should permit sale of liquor by the drink. 

According to briefs on the case, various churches paid for 
anti-liquor newspaper, radio and television advertisements 


without forming political campaign committees and filing 
campaign expense disclosures as required by the Tennessee 
Campaign Financial Disclosure Law. 

Ordered by the state to file the disclosure, the churches 
refused and went to court, challenging whether the law 
should apply to them or whether it was even constitutional. 

A lower court found the law applied to churches and was 
constitutional. Next, a state appeals court held that the law 


applied to churches but that it was an unconstitutional 


violation of free speech when applied to referendums. 
Finally, the state supreme court, deciding that the only valid 
issue was that of free speech, determined that the law did not 
in fact infringe upon First Amendment freedom of speech. 

The case then went to the Supreme Court. 

As of Dec. 30, there was no word on whether the Supreme 
Court would take up the case, which unlike other recent 
questions of church involvement in electoral campaigns, 
has generated little attention. 

Nonetheless, whether the high court hears the case or not, 


- the involvement of the Catholic League and other church 


groups suggests that the Tennessee law raises issues of 
national importance. 

The case ‘‘presents substantial federal questions under 
the religion clause and the free speech clause of the First 
Amendment because it involves court-sanctioned 
imposition of extensive governmental regulation of 
religious bodies attempting to speak publicly on matters of 
public concern,’’ argued the Catholic League, National 
Council of Churches and other church-related groups in a 
friend-of-the-court brief. 

The First Amendment guarantees that ‘‘Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech.”’ 

“Requiring churches to register as political campaign 
committees in order to address the most pressing moral and 
social issues of our day substantially burdens the free 
exercise rights of religious bodies,’’ claimed the brief filed 
with the Supreme Court. : 

The brief told the high court to consider the ramifications 
of the Tennessee court action ‘‘not simply upon the 
(Protestant) churches in this case but upon religious bodies 
throughout the country which have since the dawn of the 
republic regarded it as part of their religious ministry to 
announce their religious message on a wide variety of 
matters of social concern.”’ 

If such laws can be applied to churches, then the ability of 
all churches to speak out on such issues as nuclear war, 
capital punishment, health care, immigration reform and 
South Africa — all often raised in the public forum by 
Christian churches — is threatened, the Catholic League 
and other religious groups argued. 

Furthermore, ‘‘when the government chills legitimate 
expressive activity crucial to effective church teaching on 
matters of public concern, freedom of expression cannot 
flourish,’’ the brief said. 

The state of Tennessee, however, argued that the 
churches ‘‘failed to present any substantial question 
regarding the constitutionality of Tennessee’s (campaign) 
law within the context of the free exercise and 
establishment clauses of the First Amendment.”’ 

Excluding non-partisan groups — like the churches — 
from the law would ‘‘emasculate’’ the statute, the state 
argued. ‘‘Large political contributions could then be made 
by utilizing these groups as intermediaries.”’ 

In fact, it said, ‘‘compelled disclosure of contributions 
and expenditures’’ under such laws “‘is significantly related 
toinforming voters of the election process and protecting the 
integrity of the political system.”’

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God decides manner of death 


The examples continue to mount: Roswell Gilbert 
sedates and shoots his wife to death. She was wasting 
away from Alzheimer’s disease and osteoporosis. 

John Kraai brings about the death of an 
Alzheimer’s patient by injecting the man with large doses 
of insulin. 

A woman in Virginia causes the death of her cancer- 
ridden husband with an icepick. 

As such examples continue to grow in American 
experience and consciousness, a double ethical issue 
surfaces for any thoughtful person. On the one hand, 
human sympathy and emotion can rather easily 
appreciate the terrible pain and suffering which both 
parties experience — the one killed and the one who 
causes the killing. 

On the other hand, there is the pivotal moral issue: 
while.such deaths might be humanly understandable, are 
they ethically licit? 

The Catholic moral tradition maintains that all life is 
sacred; but all life is not absolute. 

We do not sustain the right to die when our illness is 
such that continued life-supports are truly futile; that is, 
they are prolonging dying rather than living. 

At the same time, however, our tradition teaches that 
ultimately only God retains the moral judgment about 
our dying, that is, its timing and manner. 

In such acts as exampled above, is not the death- 
advocate helping the person commit suicide? In some of 
these cases, the person claims that the one killed desired 
and asked for death; in other cases, such an assumption is 
present; that is, the person’s sufferings are translated to 
mean a desire to die. 

In such cases, one of the most fundamental drives of 
human nature is de facto violated, the ‘‘survival instinct.” 

The desire for death — either on the part of the one 
suffering or the one living with the suffering — amounts 
to, in my mind, not necessarily a desire for death, but 
rather an admission of defeat: the persons see no other 


solution to the pain and suffering. 
The persons thus believe that all means for “being 


someone who really matters’’ are exhausted. 

Studies have clearly demonstrated (for example, the 
Mayo Clinic’s study on ‘‘Suicide in America,”’ 
September 1985) those who desire suicide because of 
illness are relieved that they are still alive if their death is 
prevented’ that is ‘‘... people who attempt suicide are 
grateful for help ... to be alive.”’ 

In the courts, mercy killers are almost never convicted 
of murder and many have received relatively light 
sentences. 

Active euthanasia seems to be an acceptable way to end 
a painful life for a growing number of Americans. The 
Hemlock Society reports a growing number of mercy 
killings in this country (from three in 1980 to 12 in 1985). 

It seems, then, that society and the church must 
provide supportive services for patients who are suffering 
and for the person(s) trying to care for them, who do feel 
at times that they ‘‘can’t take it anymore.”’ 

However understandable from an emotional point of 
view, assisted suicide is not a noble exit from this life. 

Because life is good, we must sustain a strong bias in its 
favor. 

At this point in time, we probably need to carefully 
discern the meaning, not simply of life, but of a suffering 
life. 

Obviously, many people are allowing and permitting 
suffering and illness to defeat them. 

Killing just does not seem to be a right answer.

It seemed impossible that the Detroit car-makers with 
all their years of experience could be so quickly surpassed 
by foreign producers. When Detroit’s products were 
taking to the road to “‘shake, rattle and roll,’’ imported 
cars were riding right, smooth and easy. You could even 
slam their doors. 


Why were American cars so expensive? If I recall, 
however poorly, the history of the automotive industry, it 
seems that Henry Ford pioneered the assembly line so 
that he could produce cars so cheaply that even regular 
laborers could afford them. Now we have to turn to 
European imports for economy models. 


And how much does it cost to make a car? That’s one of 
the closest guarded secrets in the industry. The ‘‘blue 
book’’ price is no guide so we are at the mercy of the 
dealer. How much does it cost to make a Ford, a 
Chevrolet, a Pontiac, etc.? 


I would like to know how much the material in the car 
costs, how much the labor, the administrative cost, the 
profit to the stock owners, the advertising budget, the 
local dealer’s cut and the salesperson’s commission. It 


seems impossible that computers cannot give us this:exact 
information, per car unit. 

Going out to buy a car has all the dignity of dickering 
with a street vendor in Tijuana! When you don’t know 
the true cost of the item, the real cost of the options, and 
the value of your trade-in, how can you make an honest 
deal? 

If it seems that the carmakers are lacking in ethical 
standards by refusing to deal from a straight deck, I think 
they stand guilty. Why are they afraid to let us know the 
facts? - 

But does the blame lie only with the great industries, 
the local car dealers and unscrupulous salesmen? There’s 
enough left over to blame the advertising agencies, 
government regulators and service departments. This lasi 
item could fill a whole column by itself. 

We have the right to demand ethics in the marketplace 
and in our economy. The car dealers present an open 
target, especially when their industry is losing so many 


jobs to foreign markets in a field in which we can expect to 


excel. 

If our pressure on them is not enough, maybe the 
economic forces of profit-and-loss will force their hands. 
, Somehow, I think they will get around it by investing in 
* foreign car companies. 

Meanwhile, if you have to buy a new or used car in 
1988, I wish you a lot of luck!

PARK —.—.~ Eight 
representatives of four Catholic high 
schools in the diocese participated in the 
third Distinguished Catholic Teachers 
Seminar Jan. 8 at the University of San 
Diego. 

Sponsored by USD and the four 
Catholic high schools in San Diego 
County, the five-part seminar offers 
distinguished teachers — who have been 
nominated by their particular school — 
the opportunity to share their talents with 
other instructors.

He encouraged schools to build up 
their Catholic identity. ‘‘As a faith

community, what are our values? Let’s 
get back to what we hold as near and dear 
to us and offer that to the students,’’ he 
said. 


Another issue discussed was how to 
improve inter-school relationships. 

“If I were to give my impression of the 
relationship between the four high 
schools, I almost feel that we are pitted 
against each other,’’ said St. Augustine 
representative Joyce de Jesus. 


One reason for this, suggested Kujawa, 
was that people from the different schools 
meet most often at competitive events, 
such as football games. 


Participants agreed that having 
intercampus workshops such as_ the 
Distinguished Catholic Teachers Seminar 
was helpful. 


“This is an excellent motivator,’’

Committee set for 
vote on tuition 
tax credit measure 


SACRAMENTO — The California Catholic 
Conference Division of Education is urging citizens to 
encourage members of the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee to support Assembly Bill 346 — a measure 
which would provide parents and guardians with a state 
income tax credit for the educational expenses of children 
in grades K through 12. 

The 23-member Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee will determine the fate of AB 346 on Jan. 20, 
according to a news release from the CCC. 

Interested parties should telephone committee 
members’ State Capitol offices Jan. 19 to encourage 


_ support for the measure, which would grant a tax credit 


totaling 50 percent of children’s educational expenses, not 
to exceed $1,000 per child, the CCC said. 
“‘AB 346 would be of significant help to families who 


struggle to afford the costs of parochial school education, . 


while relieving the taxpayers of the cost of public 
education, estimated at $3,600 per student per year 
statewide,’’ according to the CCC. 


Twenty legislators from both parties have joined as co- 
authors of AB 346, which has already been approved by 
the Assembly’s Revenue and Taxation Committee.

missionary,’’ said Dick Nirschl, Mission Circle 
chairperson. ‘‘He is our hands in the field; we are his 
missionaries at home.’’ 

The 20-member group meets monthly to pray, 
share communications with the physician and plan 
fund-raising activities. 

The group has sent him their first quarterly $500 
donation. 

He described other needs at the hospital: extensive 
building restoration, electrical repairs, surgical 
equipment, instruments, medications, cabinets and 
wheel chairs. 

Dr. Sorenson wrote that his patients, who live in a 
“‘subsistence culture,’’ can pay very little for health 
care. A bill for delivering a baby by cesarean section, 
who spent two days in the nursery, was the equivalent 
of 40 cents in American money. 

Poverty in Tijuana is the target of several parishes’ 
missionary efforts. 

The Tijuana Outreach Group at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel parish, Rancho Penasquitos, makes 
monthly trips to several colonias in the border city, 
said Kim Malone, director. The group distributes 
food and used clothing to over 40 needy families, 
visits prisons and distributes copies of the Bible. 

Funds have been donated for the construction of a 
medical/dental clinic and a hospice. The clinic is 
expected to be operational this year, Malone said. 

These projects are the result of parishioners’ 
donations of beans, rice and money. ‘“‘Whenever

WASHINGTON — Violence on 
network television is on the decrease, 
especially on Saturday morning cartoons, 
a citizen watchdog group reported. 

The decrease also was seen in prime- 
time programs, according to the group, 
the National Coalition on Television 
Violence, based in Champaign, III. 

The coalition reported the decrease in a 
press release and credited it to 
“widespread and still growing protest 
against violent entertainment’’ and the 
“high quality of non-violent programs.’’ 

Thomas Radecki, chairman and 
research director of the coalition, said in a 
Jan. 7 telephone interview that the report 
was based on a study of the first eight 
weeks of the 1987 fall TV season. 


Jewish leaders eye 
pope’s Austrian visit 

NEW YORK — Leaders of two U.S. 
Jewish organizations said they hoped 
Pope John Paul II would discuss the 
Holocaust when he meets Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim in June. 

Other Jewish leaders said Waldheim 
should either resign before the pope 
arrives or confess his past as a German 
army officer to the pope and then leave 
office. 

Morris B. Abram, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, and 
Abraham H. Foxman, national director 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith, said they hoped the pope would 
use the~ scheduled visit as an 
“opportunity,’’ not just a formality. 

“Tt is to be hoped that in light of new 
sensitivities stemming from the pope’s 
recent meetings in Rome and in Miami 
with Jewish leaders, he will use the 
announced visit as a new and different 
opportunity to confront the issues of the 
Holocaust in the presence of Kurt 
Waldheim on Austrian soil,’?

MIAMI — Miami’s Auxiliary Bishop 
Agustin Roman called Cuban-American 
civic and political leaders in Miami to a 
mid-January meeting to warn that the 
federal government will still be able to 
deport other Cubans after the decision on 
Mariel boatlift felons is made. 

The Cuban-born prelate, who was 
instrumental in quelling the Cuban 
prison riots in Oakdale, La., and Atlanta, 
stated that Cubans who have failed to 
become naturalized citizens, many of 


them long-term residents, have no 
protection against deportation. : 
He added that those deemed 


undesirable by the government are also 
subject to deportation. 

In November the United States and 
Cuba resumed an agreement that allows 
for Cubans to emigrate to the United 
States and allows the United States to 
deport Cuban ‘‘excludables’’ back to 
their homeland. 


Georgetown to comply 
with court order on gays 


WASHINGTON — _ Georgetown 
University said Jan. 11 it will comply — 
although under protest — with a District 
of Columbia court. order forcing it to 
provide homosexual student groups the 
same access to university facilities as other 
campus organizations. 

The Georgetown decision was 
announced shortly after the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to extend a stay of 
the lower court order. The order had been 
issued Nov. 20 by the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. The stay 
expired Jan. 8. 

There were no dissents among the 
Supreme Court justices over not 
extending the stay, but Justice Antonin 
Scalia declined to participate in the vote. 

He was a visiting professor of law at 
Georgetown in 1977.

Court reinstates 
‘wrongful birth’ lawsuit 

WASHINGTON — A three-judge 
panel of the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals has reinstated a ‘‘wrongful 
birth’’ suit brought against an 
obstetrician by the mother of a child with 
Down’s syndrome. 

Richard Doerflinger, assistant director 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Office for Pro-Life Activities, 
said Jan. 6 that by upholding such suits 
courts become “‘tools’’ of those who 
advocate abortion and also could make it 
“legally and financially impossible’’ for 
pro-life physicians to practice obstetrics. 

The mother has claimed her doctor 
deprived her of the right to decide 
whether to have an abortion and thus 
avoid the birth of her daughter. 


Patriach: Troubles stem 
from lack of authority 


ROME — The troubles in Israeli- 
occupied territories such as the Gaza Strip 
and the West Bank stem from the fact that 
Arab residents have no share in authority 
over the territories, said newly appointed 
Latin-rite Patriarch Michel Sabbah of 
Jerusalem. 

The patriarch said peace and justice were 


_ the basic needs for people in the territories, 


but he added that he had no easy answers to 
the political problems there. 

Patriarch Sabbah spoke in an interview 
published Jan. 10 in the Italian Catholic 
newspaper Avvenire. 

He was named head of the Jerusalem 
patriarchate for Latin-rite Catholics in 
December and ordained by the pope Jan. 6. 


Mission lands repress 


religious freedom 


ROME — A Vatican missionary 
agency, in a year-end review of religious 
freedom in mission territories, said many 
African and Asian régimes repress the 
practice of the faith and the preaching of 
the Gospel. 

The report noted some hopeful signs in 
China and Vietnam, but said the 
situation was worsening in several 
African countries, where a ‘‘climate of 
violence’’ has affected church rights.

Bishop backs removing food, water of woman in coma

PROVIDENCE, R.I. — Bishop Louis 
E. Gelineau of Providence said Jan. 11 it 
would be within Catholic moral teaching 
to allow food and water to be discontinued 
for a Rhode Island woman who has been 
in a coma for two years. 

Bishop Gelineau issued a statement 
endorsing the opinion of diocesan moral 
theologian Father Robert J. McManus 
that the woman had no ‘‘reasonable hope 
for recovery’? and that medical 
treatments, even those providing food 
and water artificially, were 
‘“disproportionate and unduly 
burdensome.”’ 

The bishop said he asked Father 
McManus, vicar of education in the 
diocese, to review the case of Marcia 
Gray, who lapsed into a coma in 1986 


_ from a cerebral hemorrhage. 


The prelate emphasized that the 
priest’s opinion did not contradict 
Catholic moral theology and in no way 
“supports or condones the practice of 
euthanasia.”’ 

It was believed to be the first time a 
statement approving the discontinuing of 


. feeding had been issued by a Catholic 


diocese. 

Mrs. Gray’s husband, H. Glenn Gray, 
filed suit in U.S. District Court in an 
effort to force the state Department of 


Mental Health, Retardation and 
Hospitals to stop feeding his 48-year-old 
wife, who is in General Hospital. 

Gray sued the health department, 
which administers the hospital, when 
officials refused to stop feeding his wife 
through tubes after eight operations 
produced no change in her condition. 

Gray’s lawyer, Linda MacDonald, 
sought an opinion from the diocese, and 
was expected to use Father McManus’ 
argument as part of her case when 
lawyers present statements to a federal 
judge within a week. 

Mrs. Gray is a Catholic. 

In his statement, Bishop Gelineau 
defended the decision and said the 
Vatican has not yet issued ‘‘a definitive 
statement’’ regarding the need to provide 
nutrition and hydration to the 
permanently unconscious person. 

“*Serious study has been given to this 
case, taking into account the constant 
moral teaching of the Catholic Church 
and the medical facts present in the 
case,’’ he said. 

Bishop Gelineau said that within the 
church there are two theological opinions 
on the issue. 

“‘The first, that nutrition and 
hydration can be _ considered 
extraordinary means of sustaining life in 
certain circumstances. The second states 
that fluid and nutritional support are

Why do they leave? To upgrade their 
standard of living and pursue “‘a spirit of 
adventure’ that has characterized the 
people of Portugal since its fifteenth- 
century era of colonization, the bishop 
explained. 

In the United States, immigrants face 
the problem of becoming ‘‘integrated into 


the American culture’ and retaining 
their roots, Father Andrade said. 
Portuguese immigrant children feel 
alienated from both countries. ‘‘They 
don’t feel like Americans,’’ and they are 
not accepted when they return to 
Portugal. 


He contrasted these youth with ‘‘the 
happiest people who have two cultures 
and call themselves Portuguese- 
Americans.”’ 

Father Andrade also noted a cycle 
among the transplanted Portuguese. 
Many first- and  second-generation 
immigrants rebel against both their 
parents and their heritage, changing their 
names to an Anglicized form. But 


members of the next generation will 
“‘return to their roots’? and resume their 
original family name, he said. 

Bishop de Faria said that Portuguese 
families from Madeira have emigrated to 
countries throughout the world. One 
family might have relatives in Australia, 
South Africa, Canada and the United 
States. 

Many return to their homeland for 
family reunions during the summer when 
local churches celebrate various feasts of 
Mary, the saints and the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

The Portuguese 
government cosponsor educational 
progrdms for young emigrants who 
return to Portugal for study, the bishop 
explained. 

Most of the Portuguese in San Diego, 
lured here by the fishing industry, came 
from four fishing villages in eb ad he 
added. 

Priests, at St. Agnes Church celebrate 
weekly liturgies in Portuguese, as this 
group comprises about half the parish 
population, Msgr. Creighton said. 


church and 
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always to be provided,”’ he said. 

Church teaching has traditionally held 
that ordinary treatments must be 
provided to dying patients but that 
treatments that are extraordinary are not 
required. 

Some theologians view it as extra- 
ordinary means to give a patient in an 
irreversible coma food and water by 
artificial means. 


However, in a case involving such a 
patient in New Jersey, the state’s Catholic 
bishops said last October in a friend-of- 
the-court brief that they opposed the 


removal of feeding tubes in 
‘“‘right-to-die’’ cases, calling the 
stanvation that would result as 


“unnatural as denying one the air to 
breathe.’ 


In his statement Bishop Gelineau 
quoted from the moral argument 
provided by Father McManus, who said 
the prognosis for Mrs. Gray was one of 
““no reasonable hope for recovery.”’ 

The priest said the patient was in ‘‘a

persistent vegetative state’’ and that 
medical treatments, even those providing 
food and water artificially, ‘‘offer no 
reasonable hope of benefit to her’’ and 
therefore were ‘‘disproportionate and 
unduly burdensome.’’ 

“This. lack of reasonable hope of 
benefit renders the artificially invasive 
medical treatments futile and _ thus, 
extraordinary, disproportionate and 
unduly burdensome,’’ said Father 
McManus, who is a member of the 
diocesan biomedical ethics commission. 
‘‘Moreover, the continuation of such 
medical treatments is causing a significant 
and precarious economic burden to Mrs. 
Gray’s family.”’ 

He said the primary intention of 
removing what he judged extraordinary 
means of “‘artificially prolonging’’ Mrs. 
Gray’s natural life would be ‘‘to alleviate 
the burden and suffering of the patient 
and not to cause her death.”’ 

Father McManus said Mrs. Gray had 
the right ‘‘to proper care and the 
provision of comfort.’’
